The agreement provides- that Dr. 
Freeze will give general medical and 
surgical attention for all indigents 
and children up. to the age of 16 
years requiring same, within the 
limits of the municipality. • Perform 
all operations that he is capable of 
doing with the aid of local assistants 
and efficiently attend to in .local hos¬ 
pitals, excepting cases where a spec¬ 
ialist would be required. There shall 
be an additional fee of $3.50 for day 
trips and $5.00 for night trips, for 
the first calls made in attending to 
children. These fees, will be paid by 
parent or guardian. AH further calls 
free of charge. That he have .the. 
privilege of ordering a nurse, or 
send the patient to the hospital 
where more than one call ir required.

General Hornby’s plan for organized migration of se¬ 
lected British families to Canada, has many points to 
recommeiid // ifT In the preparation of the plan, the most 
obvious, weaknesses of past immigration have been avoided 
The proposed settlers would be financed entirely by the 
British government, and caiefpi,supervision vfrould contin¬ 
ue for. some years. Again, only those born to the land and 
adaptable, -would be selected, .with the responsibility for 
their fitness laid definitely upoq the counties from which 
they effme. Britairf, haying money available and ear-mark¬ 
ed for such a type of overseas settlement, is in a respon¬ 
sive state of mind for ally definite demonstration of ap¬ 
proval from Canada. 

One' gathers from General Hornby that, it is not the in¬ 
tention to open up now land in isolated areas, but rather 
to make use of the facilities and services already in oper¬ 
ation in Canada, by settlement in communities already 
served by railroads, schools, etc. This fact makes the 
scheme significant to many mixed farming areas of Can¬ 
ada, where land is available. It is observed that many 
large landowners would willingly dispose of a portion of 
their farms, contenting themselves with better farming 
on a smaller scale. Because of this, it might be possible 
to secure the required land for settlement in almost any 
old settled area. Another advantage of this type of settle¬ 
ment would be that no new land would be thrown open for 
excess production.

BRING DOWN CAPITALIZATION 


The Lethbridge Herald approvingly records notion of 
the Dominion Steel and Coal Corporation. The Dominion 
Steel _and Coal Corporation has effected changes in its 
capitalization which, due to the national importance of 
this industry, should have a widespread favorable effect. 

In 1928, Besco, the predecessor company, had securities 
outstanding to the extent of $132 million of which $36 mil- 
^n was in bonds. Today the Dominion Steel and Coal 
Corporation has a capitalization of but $30 million of 
which $12 million is bonded debt. 

Such a readjustment in a capitalization has a beneficial 
as well as financial effect.

There has- been quite a llutter in newspapers recently, 
through the news of American air bases being established 
along the region of the Great Lakes. The discussions of 
members of the United States war department, apparent¬ 
ly got into’ tile news, without any particular justification, 
and a few apprehensive souls chose to regard the propos¬ 
ed air bases as an affront to tile unguarded frontier be¬ 
tween Canada and United States. President Roosevelt, 
and leading papers of United States were quick to express 
unswerving friendship with Canada and to deplore' that a 
military conversation should take on such prominence.

all seeded or sunycrTer-fallowed. To 
get a field into strips it is necessary 
to fallow one-ha|f of it and seed the 
other to grain. This necessitates seed¬ 
ing 80 acres in stubble for each 160 
acres farirfed where a two-year ro¬ 
tation is .used and the total acreage 
consequently is increased to. that ex¬ 
tent the year stripping is introduced. 
With a three-year rotation, consisting 
of summer-fallow and two years of 
grain, stripping may be started with¬ 
out affecting the crop acreage. 

Width of strips is an important 
point to first decide. The Act speci¬ 
fies strips not wider than 20 rods and 
in most instances strips will need to 
be narrower than this to give maxi¬ 
mum protection. On very sandy soil 
or heavy clays which drift so readily, 
strips need to he as narrow as 10 rods 
or less. A number of fanners operat¬ 
ing on soil of either these two ex¬ 
treme types are even using 5 rod 
strips' to advantage. On the medium 
soils which are somewhat less suscept 
ible to drifting, strips 13 1-3 rods or 
16 , rods wide ar e used by many suc¬ 
cessful farmers. A mistake frequent-' 
ly made has been to make the strips 
too wide at the start. This, the begin¬ 
ner in strip farming is urged to guard 
against. When made too wide for the 
type of soil farmed, the strips not on¬ 
ly fail to provide adequate i protection 
but when once laid out the strips us¬ 
ually 1 cannot be reduced in width with- 
.out considerable difficulty. 

By using widths of either 5 rods, 10 
rods, 13 1-8 rods, 16 rods or ZO rods, a 
,-ection or quarter section is divided 
into strips of equal width. The width 
of 13 1-3 rods is frequently used in 
stripping wffdre a three year .rotation, 
consisting of summer-fallow and two 
years of grain, is followed. Strips 
13 1-3 rods wide run 12|to the half 
mile or 24 to the mile and therefore 
divide evening by three to accomm© 
date a three-year rotation.
